FROM THE PRINCIPAL’S DESK 



By the grace of God it is my privilege 
to write this message as the 7th Principal 
of our beloved Institute whose Platinum 
Jubilee (75th Anniversary) is being cele- 
brated. The usual message is modified to 
let the reader know his Institute and his 
heritage whether he is an Alumni, current 
student or a prospective freshman. 

Dr. Sam Higginbottom, a visionary 
guided by the spirit of God recognized 
that at the core of development of India 
lied the rural farmer and agricultural devel- 
opment. He also realized that his training 
as an Economist was not adequate hence 
he returned to U. S. A. and equipped him- 
self with Agricultural Education and 
returned back to Allahabad. With the 
support of the Presbyterian Church, 

1 he planted the saplings in 1911 of 
todays Allahabad Agricultural Institute. 

In the beginning the Institute attra- 
cted about 70 students from all com- 
munities and all over India and it soon 
began to receive students from as lar as Fiji 


Islands. They slept in barns and received 
unrecognized diplomas backed by down to 
earth Practical Training bringing to the 
fore dignity of labour. The long building 
presently used by the post office, bank and 
housing was used for hostel, class rooms, 
dairy, while the room now used as a 
gymnasium was the students run mess 
hall. 

By their sustained efforts Dr. Sam 
Higginbottom (1st Principal), and W. B. 
Hayes, considered father of Horticulture, 
in India, prevailed upon the then Vice 
Chancellor Pandit Ganganath Jha and 
obtained recognition for a degree course 
in Agriculture in 1932 which was geared to 
a tri-process education i. e. Teaching) 
Research and Extension. 

Ethellind Cody Higginbottom v wife 
of Dr. Sam Higginbottom) devoted her 
untiring and continued efforts from 1935, 
in training women in Home making, the 
first of its kind in India. In 1943 it was 
offered as Home Economics Diploma of 


U. P. Board and granted degree status 
in 1960 and a post graduate degree to be 
offered this Year in M. Sc. Food Science 
and Applied Nutrition. 

The visionary spirit of Mason Vaugh 
considered as Father of Agricultural Engin- 
eering in India, forged a full fledged degree 
in Agricultural Engineering in 1942 which 
was the first of its kind in Asia. This was 
granted P. G. status in 1964; and currently 
the B. Sc. Ag. Engg. is B. Tech, in Agri- 
cultural Engineering and is being offered 
since 1983. 

In 1924 the Indian Dairy Diploma 
was started both at Bangalore and All- 
ahabad, and later under the able leader- 
ship of James N. Warner, considered a 
Doyen in Dairy Field in India, dairy 
training facilities were expanded to make 
it a modern plant. 

Dr. Sam Higginbottom retired in 1945 
and it fell to the lot of succeeding Prin- 
cipals to carry on the torch of Agricultural 
Education, Research and Extension. The 
2nd Principal, Dr. Goheen whose term 

was cut short by premature death had 
served from 1945 to 1948. Dr. A. T. 
Mosher the 3rd. Principal, served from 
1948 to 1953 and in his stewardship the 
Institute saw building expansion which 
now houses Library, Home Economics 
Department, Biology, Chemistry, Dairy 
Technology and Agricultural Building 
(Agronomy, Horticulture, Agricultural Eco- 
nomics). He also gave a new direction 
in Extension Programme which became the 
fore runner of Community Development 
in India. Mr. Henry Azariah the 4th 
Principal, took over as the first Indian and 
first Auimni Principal, and carried forth 
the torch of service to India for the period 
1953 to 1959. 

Dr. J. B. Chitambar, the 5th Prin- 


cipal, faithfully served from 1959 to 1980, 
during which period all the undergraduate 
degrees were approved for post-graduate 
degrees, the Extension Department moved 
into its new building in the academic area, 
a youth hostel (next to Hostel No. 1), the 
Students Centre, and the Design and De- 
velopment Centre and Home Economics 
Extension Wing were added. He ably 
steered the Institute to forge its contri- 
bution to the nation. After his retirement. 
Officiating arrangements continued and 
Dr* Y. B. Singh, the 6th Principal was - 
appointed, who served for one Year from 
April 1981 to June 1982. Once again OfflcL 
ating arrangements continued and on June 
7, 1982 the selection of the 7th principal 
took place and T. Vishwas Rao (Alumni 
of 1953 batch) joined on June 8, 1985. 

Institute publications namely Allaha- 
bad Farmer, principal’s report are full of 
achievements and contributions the Insti- 
tute has made specifically to India. To 
highlight a few, these are bullock drawn 
implements, cross breeding of cows for 
enhanced milk production, both of which 
are first in the country, use of non conven- 
tional energy gobar gas plant second only 
to Sevagram plant in India (now lying 
dormant near dairy workers houses), pro- 
pagation and development on citrus varie- 
ties being the largest collection and first 
in India; establishing social education 
training centre, the first in India, the 
Family Planning project using laproscopy 
technique, the first in U. P., and the admis- 
sion of first Agricultural Engineering and 
Agriculture women students in India. 

The story on the role of the Institute 
to fulfil its motto “Serve the Land” will 
not be complete without listing briefly the 
Alumni who are serving the land. In dif- 
ferent states in India Institute graduates 


served/serving as Directors or Joint Dire- 
ctors in Agriculture, Agricultural Engine- 
ering and Home Economics, 

Similarly in education front every 
Agricultural College or Agricultural Uni- 
versity had a Dean or Senior Professor, and 
in both these cases they are too numerous 
to list here, and the reader may contact 
Alumni association for details.

In the international scene almost all 
Alumni are flying the Allahabad Agricul- 
tural Institute flag high in their own coun- 
tries and in international organisation and 
also serving in foreign Universities in 
teaching, research and administration. 

Alumni have also made an impact in 
the field of sports and . games; London 
Olympic Wrestler (K. P. Rai, B. Sc. Ag. 
1913). red low coach o f Indian Air Lines: 
Javelin record holder of India, (V. P. 
Maivia, B. Sc. Ag. 1953) now coach of 
Northern Railways. First Asiad New Delhi, 
Basket Ball player (Late F. B. Chellappa) 
B. Sc. Ag. 1952). A special mention may 
be made of Capt. Vijay Pratap Singh, 
B. Sc. Ag., a gallant soidier who gave his 
life in Pakistan war, defending India. 

The focal point of this message is to 
ask ourselves : Are we satisfied to live in 
the glorious past of the Institute and bask 
in the achievements of Alumni ? Are our 
graduating students still in the front line to 
bag the jobs ? Are our recent graduates 
who are already employed, able to deliver 
the goods ? What are the chances of 
recent graduates to reach the top of mana- 
gement ladder ? Will, and can our recent 
graduates be able to compete equally or 
better, with their counter parts graduating 
from various Institutions in India ? It is a 
highly competitive field of Agriculture and 
Agricultural Engineering, is the Aggie well 
prepared technically, morally and in total 
personality to face the competition and 
walk home the winner ? Whether you are 
graduating this year or in future, it does 
not matter but ask. yourself— where will I 
be, 25 Years from now, when the Institute 
will be reaching its 100th Year of service 
to the nation? What role should I play in 


the next 25 Years ? Like your predecssors 
will you be at the helm of developmental 
activities in the country and abroad? Will 
you continue to be the man wearing the 
hall mark of Agricultural Institute ? 

Today, we have fine facilities of 
academic buildings, laboratories, play 
grounds, and a beautiful campus. We have 
75 academic, well qualified staff members 
for nearly 750 students, giving 1:10 ratio, 
the best in the country. Can we produce 
the best product with these facilities ? 

Yes, I fervently believe that you can 
be the man of the hour. Realising that 
poverty and ignorance continue to exist, 
and as long as these two maladies remain 
in India, Agriculture will remain as the 
main field of Scientific attention and the 
Aggies must have the vision and zeal to 
hold the hand of the farmer and help him 
to raise two blades of grass where one was 
growing before. He must be prepared tech- 
nically and morally to implement the fruits 
of his education, An equal importance to 
technical and scientific preparedness is the 
moral preparedness. Towards these two 
proned areas of development the Aggies 
have an opportunity to attend weekly as- 
sembly, the Religious and moral instruc- 
tion and the Better Citizenship lectures in 
addition to scientific agricultural education. 


The Institute is unique in this approach 
which opportunity is not given in any 
other Agricultural College or University 
in India. This has Contributed richly to 
the total personality of Allahabad Agricult- 
ural Institute g aduates and it is hoped 
that participation will be improved and 

more students will be enriched in moral 
building. 

It is our sincere hope that the Institute 
has contributed to our graduating classes, 
however, small it may be to your total 
personality, and for our remaining students, 
you allow the Institute to go through you 
and not that you will go through the 
Institute. 

In the teachings of Jesus, Ask and ye 
shall be given, seek and ye shall find, 
knock and it shall be opened and nothing 
less shall be given to him who gives and 
shares with others. - 

May our Institute grow from strength 
to strength and from Platinum to Centenary 
and. may you all see that day and share 
the joy.

His 
return to the Institute on December 5, 1983 
heralded reconstruction and stability, which 
are clearly visible in all areas of the institute 
activities. In a short period of fourteen 
months he proved that we are capable of 
standing on our own feet, move ahead, and 
also lend a helping hand to the farmers. 

A true son of the Institute, he brought 
honour and glory to the alma mater, at the 
national and international level in his field, 
and laid down his life for the cause of 
rebuilding the Institute, a dream that he 
cherished very dearly.

A measly Rs. 5,000 collected mostly 
from students, due to efforts by persons 
connected and unconnected with the Com- 
mittee, AGFEST ’83 was scheduled for 
11th and 12th February, ’83. 

The first Agfest was different in many 
ways, the daily posters (by Gopinath) 
describing AGFEST to the others, an 
active contribution by the girls led by 
Leena P. Baby as the Vice-President of 
S.C.P.C.— so much so that, on the night 
of 10th February, Coffee was brought by 
Aunty Singh from the H.E.D. at regular 
intervals something unheard of now. A 
bewildered staff & student community 
wondered what was going on. 

A complement of 14 teams took part 
and people still remember H. P. Singh of 
MONRECO in the Jam, Sbymal Narain 


and the doe eyed Aradhana Chandra in 
debates. Finally GROUP took away the 
team trophy. 

The reins were handed over to James 
Duthie but AGFEST ’84 was marred by 
poor Salesmanship, it turned out to be a 
damp squib, which even a beautiful gate by 
the Bengali’s could not be saved. The 
absence of good performers was felt deeply 
and out of ths wreakage A. N. Jha wrapped 
up the trophy. 

By ’85 S. C. P. C- was a status symbol, 
it swelled in size trying to absorb pressures 
& strains. Developments berween the Mgt. 
and teachers were holding AGFEST at ran- 
som. Politics, boycotts, strikes were every- 
day words. Somehow AGFEST ’85 under 
Sheei Young took shape, Philip Jacob at 
his innovative best in ’Open House’ had 
given us magnificent structures, the surrou- 
ndings were the most beautiful ever, a 
flower carpet by the Keralite girls added 
splendour. 12 teams took past and our 
own alumni Yoginder Singh representing 
MONIRBA romped away with the team 
trophy. 

Come ’86 and everyone was breathing 
Platinum Jubilee. A National level fes- 
tival, sponsorships, cash/gift prizes, audio 
visual quiz were the order of the day. The 
Bengali’s gave us a memorable gate, the 
Keralite girls another beautiful flower 
carpet but God willed otherwise. Spring 

rains brought a downpour and the grounds 
turned into a slush. Everyone panicked 

and talked of an in door AGFEST, but 
help came in the form of Mr. Philip Jacob 


who with a small team of workers toiled 
and AGFEST ’86 saw the light of 11th 
February. Subhashis Bhattacharjya the 
President breathed a sigh of relief. 20 teams 
took par';, the maximum so far including 
BHU IT and M. H. College of Home 
Science, Jabalpur. There were high stan- 
dards of performance given also by our 
students, for a Talent search organised as 
a mini Agfest had brought out the 
inexperienced. 

People will continue talking for a long 
time about Abhay Chawla leading IT BHU 
to the team trophy, Simi Khanna very 
daring and baring, drawing wolf whistles 
from the mammoth crowd. 

After having travelled from its humble 
origins, in 1983 we have proved our 
capabilities to organise and manage such 
an event all on our own. 

It is time now for a bit of introspec- 
tion, we must answer a few questions if 
we have to aim higher. 

Can we not think big ? Why not a 
festival with a budget of Rs. 1,00,000 and 
teams from Delhi, Bombay, Calcutta etc. 
taking part. 

We can do it, a bit more foot work, 
earlier planning, a decentralised system of 
operation to make the functioning stream- 
line. We can take up the challenge, 
the talents and ideas are there, Gome take 
up the initiative lest the festival degene- 
rates into an annual drama.

RURAL DEVELOPMENT 

B. K. CHAUBEY 


Thirty nine years of Independence has still not given a Farmer the Essential Eco- 
nomic-Social and Educational inputs. Like all Government Programmes this too is beset 
with innumerable problems. Dr. Chaubey considers all aspects from the cause 
to cure. 


1* Community Development was the 
most massive and comprehensive pro- 
gramme launched, for all round develop- 
ment of India’s half a million villages 
scattered throughout its length and 
breadth, 

2. It was equally unfortunate that 
the programme didn’t live up to its expec- 
tations. The early enthusiasm of rural 
people gradually cooled down and the 
programme gradually degenerated into 
decadence and disuse. 

3. The aftermath has once again 
brought us to the cross-road where we 
must decide which way we have to go and 
how to achieve our goal of removing 
poverty, illiteracy, disease, ignorance and 
social disparity in the otherwise prosaic 
and fatalistic life of our rural areas. 

4. The basic idea of community 
development was borrowed from the suc- 
cessful functioning of U. S. Cooperative 
Extension Service. Its progenitor was none 
other than Albert Mayer, an American 
country and town planner, who had some 
experience of working in US Co-operative 
Extension Service. His pilot project in 


Etawah marked the beginning of Commu- 
nity Development in India. 

5. A radical departure from the Co- 
operative Extension Service of USA was 
made when it was decided to entrust the 
Community Development Programme to 
the Government administrative machinery 
rather than to Agricultural Universities 
and Colleges who are responsible to admi- 
nister and implement the Co-operative 
Extension Service of U. S. A. It was 
believed then that the existing Government 
administrative machinery with proper 
streamlining and revamping, could do the 
job and deliver the goods. But as proved 
later, this pious hope was belied. 

6. As a logical corollary to this illo- 
gical affiliation, educational goals and 
methods of their achievement were also 
displaced by more palpable and effusive 
window-dressing and short term achieve- 
ment of physical targets to the detriment of 
bringing about permanent healthy changes • 
in the rational and scientific attitude of 
rural people. As was to be expected, it 
worked for sometime but later on spawned 
inaction, inertia and despondency. 


7. The Extension workers were an- 
other casulty of this illegitimate alliance* 
They were driven to compete with workers 
of other Government departments and 
show short .term spectacular physical 
results. In the beginning they worked 
with crusading zeal but with the passage 
of time the realization dawned on them 
them that work was not the sole criterion 
of evaluation. More important than that 
was the ability to manoeuvre and mani- 
pulate to please the masters wielding the 
carrot and the stick. The dead-end came 
when they, too, like workers of other 
departments, started settling down on their 
haunches and taking things easy. They 
formed their own associations and started 
fighting for leaves and fishes. They lost 
sense of direction and let themselves relax 
and flow with the current. Education was 
never their forte and they were never 
trained, equipped and guided to carry on 
educational activities. The only thing 
tney were taught to do was the achieve- 
ment of physical targets and show spec- 
tacular physical results, 

8 Since Extension Workers were all 
the while busy in window-dressing and 
showing spectacular results, they hardly 
had time to educate and involve the rural 
populace in planning, implementation and 
evaluation of rural development program 
mes. Physical targets were imposed from 
above and were fulfilled with the mutual 
give and take syndrome • of the upper 
echelon of rural society and Extension 
workers. The common man was always 
left guessing and unconcerned in the pro- 
cess and programme of rural development. 
The worst failing of community develop- 
ment lies in the area of involvement of 
rural people in development activities. 
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9. Although good effort has been 
made in developing a net work of supply 
system of agricultural inputs like seeds, 
fertilizers and insecticides etc., the situa- 
tion regarding credit supply is far from 
satisfactory. The poor farmer is much 
harried in running from one place to the 
other, in the process greasing palms and 
considering himself lucky if he can get 
in many instances even haif the sanctioned 
amount of loan. On the other hand the 
crafty and the go-getters ttirive in a mutual 
arrangement of quid-pro-quo. 

10. The location of Block Headquarter 

also leaves much to be desired. Many of 
them are located in backwaters of country- 
side where there are very few infra-structu- 
rals facilities. This has led to Block Deve- 
lopment Officers and even lesser officers 
to locate tfteir families in cities and them- 
selves commute to Block Headquarters. 
The absence of Officers leads to demorali 
zation on the part of lower staff. 

1 1. Before delving into suggesting the 
alternate stretegy of rural development, it 
is quite pertinent to lay down in a few 
words the role of Allahabad Agricultural 
Institute in rural development. The Insti- 
tute has been a pioneer in this area. 
Wayback in fiftees, a pilot rural develop- 
ment project called Jamunpar Punarnirman 
(Jupan) was implemented under the aegies 
of the Institute. It was financed by Ford 
foundation and nearly 400 village of trans- 
Yamuna area were the beneficiaries of the 
project. It was purely educational iu its 
nature and its 40 odd gaon sathis lived in 
the villages and acted as friend, philoso- 
phers and guide of the village people. Its 
impact can be felt even today. The Insti- 
tute commands absolute credioility and 
good will of these village people who are 
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fully prepared to cooperate in any develop- 
ment activity. It can serve as a model to 
other areas in the country. 

12. As a first step in the alternate stra- 
tegy, itjs suggested that the entire gamut of 
rural development activities be pulled out 
from its present location and placed in the 
hands of Agricultural Universities and 
selected agricultural colleges. It is only then 
that the programme can regain its educa- 
tional thrust ' and momentum. Village 
people can truely be involved in rural 
development only through proper educa- 
tion and subordinating the achievement 
of physical targets to the creation of 
scientific attitude and bringing about 
desirable changes in the knowledge, atti- 
tutde and skill of the rural people. 

13. As a corollary to above, Extension 
workers will be graduates in agriculture 
with proper training. They should be allo- 
wed freedom and given encouragement to 
go for higher education. The educational 
system should be suitably amended to 
allow workers to avail of the opportunity 
for higher education. Scientific and ra- 
tional ways should be devised to assess 
the work and worth of Extension workers. 
It should not be left to the whims and 
fancies of higher officers. 

14. A very rigid and strict system of 
monitoring the activities of field workers 
should be devised. If feasible, the system of 
permanent tenure should be replaced by a 


result oriented system. Corruption, should 
be dealt with a heavy hand. There should 
be no reprieve for those indulging in Laxity 
and corrupt practices. Delinquents and 
Defaulters must be brought to book 
sooner than later. 

15. The model of rural development 
as suggested by Edger Owen and Robert 
Shaw in their book “Development Recon- 
sidered” should be adopted. They have 
suggested three pre-requisities of rural 
development. Intensive Extension Educ- 
ation is first, easy availability of inputs 
and credit second and thorough involve- 
ment of rural people in development 
activities third. They have suggested area 
planning around an agrarian town where 
all needed infrastructural facilities are 
available. It will be a place where the 
farmer, when he comes to the market, can 
get all ingredients needed for an improved 
agricultural technology. The bank will 
advance the needed credit which he can 
use for buying supplies and inputs either 
in the same building or nearby. The 
credit should also be channelized through 
one bank where complete records of a 
farmer’s assets and liabilities should be 
maintained. At present there are many 
sources and crafty farmers manipulate one 
source against the other. Development 
Block should be reorganised on lines 
suggested by Owen and Shaw.

MAN AND MIMEOGRAPH 


B. K. CHAUBEY 


How many of us are aware of the people working to make our education here 
successful. Those men and women toiling behind the scenes are equal contributors as 
our professors. 


When a man has worked for thirtyfive 
years on mimeograph, it is very difficult, 
if not impossible, to think of the man and 
not the machine. The two have merged 
into each other and become synonymous. 
The man referred to is Basant Dinkar and 
the mimeograph is the duplicating machine 
in the Extension Department of Allahabad 
Agricultural Institute, 

It was only symbolic that whenever 
the late Dr. Sundaresan encountered Din- 
kar on the campus, he would make a circu- 
lar motion with his right hand signifying 
the operation of the duplicator and utter 
in Hindi “Kaisa Chalata hai” (how is it 
working ?). 

Hailing from the backwaters of Patna 
district in Bihar, Dinkar’s childhood was 
marred by a series of unfortunate events. 
His parents died early and the poor boy 
was left to fend for himself. 

His entire education (only upto 7th 
standard) was obtained in Gandhi Ashram 
at Khagol. After then began a life of 
vagrancy in search of morrings. It lasted 
for 16 long years taking him to Calcutta 
where he worked as a labourer, to Kanpur 
where he worked for 10 years as a gate 


keeper at Moti Mahal Cinema and Delhi 
where his stint of 2-|- years with American 
Red Cross was the best so far. However, 
the end of world war in 1947 culminated 
the Red Cross establishment which also 
shattered the little El Do-rado of Basant 
Dinkar. 

His elder brother was responsible in 
bringing him to Allahabad in July, 1947. 
He was working as a medical assistant to 
Dr. (Mrs.) Hayes. To start with Dinkar 
worked as packer in the Sangam Glass 
Factory at Naini for three years. Finally 
due to the good offices of his brother and 
Mrs. Hayes, he moved to Agricultural En- 
gineering Department of the Institute as 
mimeographing assistant cum-store 
keeper.
